REPORT OF SCHOOLS. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Primary Scuoont. Summer Term.—9 weeks. Taught by 
Miss Abby C. Morse of Concord. This was the most difficult 
school in town. 55 scholars, ages ranged from 4 to 11 years. 
Miss Morse is an experienced teacher, she had a just apprecia— 
tion of the wants of such a school, and was a conscientious 
worker. The school gave great satisfaction. 


GramMAR ScHoon. Summer Term. 9 weeks. Miss Hattie 
M. Hazen, of Hillsborough, teacher. The scholars made good. 
progress in all their studies. The improvement in reading was: 
marked. Miss Hazen is an excellent disciplinarian, and has a 
good faculty of imparting instruction to her pupils. Clare 
Potter, Minnie Moore and Frank Wyman, received the full 
number of cards for the term. Requirements being, excellence 
in deportment and scholarship, and not being absent a single 
half day, or receiving a mark of tardiness. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. Fall Term. 8 weeks. Taught by 
Miss Mary E. Whittemore, of Hillsborough.. This school was 
designed to embrace all the scholars in the district who were 
7 years of age and under. ©33 attended. We have considered 
the arrangement as successful. Miss Whittemore worked hard. 
The school appeared well. 


INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT. Winter Term. 10 weeks. Miss. 
Annie L. Merrill, of Deering, teacher. A very pleasant and 
profitable term. Scholars being well classed. Miss Merrill 
taught two of our schools, and is an experienced and superior 
teacher. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. Winter Term. 9 weeks. The term 
was begun by Mr. Samuel Holman of Deering. At the com- 
mencement of the fifth week, Mr. Holman resigned his position. 
Mr. Mark M. Hadley, of Hillsborough, completed the school. 
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Mr. Hadley kept the school, and taught it, too. We think ® 
safe to say that a considerable amount of improvement was 
made with most of the scholars, notwithstanding the “‘éttle wn- 
pleasantness” that occurred. 


To THE INHABITANTS oF ScuooLt Districr No. 1: 


We wish to call your attention to the fact that there are 125 
scholars in this district. Can you not see that it is for the in- 
terest of all that some different arrangement should be made ? 

We will suggest that another school-room be constructed. 
Then the three departments could bein session at the same 
time. ‘These schools should be graded with a set of books 
adapted to each. A Board of Education should be elected by 
the district and they, together with the superintendent of the 
town, should enquire into the attainments of each scholar, and 
every one put in their proper place, and kept there until they 
are qualified to advance. 

With a system like this, when a child entered the Primary 
‘ school, his or her school training would be progressive. They 
would advance step by step, as they were qualified. 

As it is now, there is no system. Scholars go “2p stairs” 
when their mother says they may. We do not wish to find 
fault with any of the good ladies of this district, for there are 
many who do not mean anything but good for their children 
and the schools. But there are some that we wish to inform, 
if they would see to it that if their children were not absent or 
tardy, quite so much, it would be vastly more to their credit 
than to try to take the business into their hands that properly 
belongs to some one else. Much care should be excrcised in 

the selection of teachers, and after good ones have been once 
secured, they should be retained as long as possible, for great 
injury is done the scholars by the frequent change. The atten- 
tion of the district is called to the fact that there onght to be 
more money for the schools here. ' Three terms a year should 
be had at the public expense. It comes too hard on many to 
pay tuition for their children, which has been the only means 
they have had to give them a proper amount of schooling, Cit- 
izens of Dist. No. 1! Be wise and look after these things... Do 
not cheapen the facilities for. education in, your village, but 
make them ‘worth something. 


We will say that we have tried: to ‘class the aibiaie of this 
district at the Summer, Fall, and Winter ‘sessions the” past 
year ; but we found such a desire, and such a determination 
among some to go into classes where they were not fit to be, 
‘simply because others were there, that we confess our labors 
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have not resulted in the good we had desired. May some one 
else be more fortunate. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer Term. 9 weeks. Miss M. A. Crosby, of Deering, 
teacher.. The first effort of Miss Crosby as a teacher. She 
worked for the interest of the scholars, and with more experi- 
ence will make a good teacher. The school appeared very well. 


Winter Term. 101-2 weeks. Taught by Miss A. E. Burn- 
ham, of Nashua, The scholars gave evidence of having made 
advancement, and considering it was the first experience of 
Miss B. as a teacher, she did very well. 

A second term of Winter school is now in session. Taught 
by Miss Lizzie A. Tuttle, of Hillsborough. 

We have visited this school only once. It then appeared 
well. ; 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer Term. 10 weeks. Miss Bell E. Morrill, of Hills- 


borough, teacher. Although the first attempt of Miss Morrill 
as a teacher, she is well adapted for the work, and will make a 
good teacher. Progress of the scholars very satisfactory. 
This school made the best record as regards tardiness of any 
in town, only one case through the term. 


Winter Term. 10 weeks. Taught by Miss Flora M. Brown, 
of Hillsborough. <A very quiet and unassuming saa Miss 
Brown is avery worthy lady. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer Term. 8 weeks. Miss A. L. Merrill, of Deering, 
teacher. A very pleasant and profitable school. The scholars 
-were interested in their work, and the good feeling which ex- 
isted between parents, teacher and scholars, made the school 
very successful, 


Winter Term. 10 weeks. Taught by Miss Mary E. An- 
drews, of Hillsborough. The regular district term was nine 
weeks. Miss Andrews was so well liked as a teacher, that the 
members of the district, by contribution, lengthened the school 
_two weeks ; on account of sickness, the last week was much 
broken. Only ten weeks are reckoned. 

Miss Andrews is an experienced teacher. The school was 
very profitable.

Heage by Mr. Joseph A. Seavey, of Pelham, 
Mass, Mr. 5, isa very wor Pay young man, This being his first 
experieuce as a aia he hardly knew how to get along, his 
greatest. difficulty being a lack of confidence in himself. At 
the end of the fifth week he resigned. Miss Lizzie Pike of 
Bradford, was secured to complete ‘the school which is now in 
session. Miss P. isan experienced teacher, and we were pleased 
with the school at our visit. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer Term. 12 weeks. : 

Winter Term in session. Miss Eva A, Gilman, of Goshen, 
teacher of both terms. We congratulate the district upoa se- 
curing the services of so well qualified (in every respect) a 
teacher. The Summer term which extended into August, was 
some disturbed by the unavoidable absence of a number of the 
scholars, but the estimation in, which the teacher was held by 
her pupils, was shown hy nearly every one being present at the 
close of the term. | 

The Winter term we have visited only once. We found the 
school in good working order, in their new building, and every 
thing promised well for a profitable term. 


DISTRICT NO. 

Summer Term. 6 weeks. Taught by Miss Mary W. Cool- 
edge, of Hillsborough. . The first effort of Miss C. as a teacher 
—she promises well. The school appeared very well, and gave 
good satisfaction. 

Winter Term. 8 weeks. Miss Harriet M. Hazen, of Hills- 
borough, teacher. The school was small, only 6 scholars. Miss 
H. has had some experience as a teacher. ‘The scholars made 
a good degree of improvement. 

DISTRICT NO. 9. 

Summer Term. 8 weeks. Taught by Miss Lucette A. Tut-: 
tle, of Antrim. Smali school. Miss Tuttle is a good. teacher. 

Winter Term. 11 weeks. Miss Louisa Shattun sk, of Concord, 


teacher. Miss Shattuck is a good scholar, but being her first 
experience, the school was not so profitable as we had hoped. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 
Summer Term. 8 weeks. Taught by Miss Sadie D. Tandy, 
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of Goshen. The teacher labored hard for the interest of her 
pupils. School appeared well, very good progress made. 


Winter Term. 8 weeks. Miss Ida L. Dunbar, of Goshen, 
teacher. This was avery pleasant and profitable term of school. 
The scholars seemed well interested, and made a very creditable 
appearance. Miss Dunbar is a worthy lady and good teacher. 
We should be glad to see her in the school-room again. 


DISTRICT NO, 11. 


Summer Term. 7 weeks. Taught by Miss Nettie M. Pea- 
body, of Henniker. Scholars made good progress. Miss Pea- 
body has a very pleasant faculty of getting along in the school- 
room, and is a good teacher. 


Winter Term. 11 weeks. Miss Carrie E. Paige, of Weare, 
teacher. Miss Paige is truly an original teacher. She made 
the school very profitable. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer Term. 5 weeks. Taught by Miss Estella Simonds, 
of Washington. The term was so short that much could not be 
accomplished, but for the time, the school appeared well. Miss 
Simonds is an active, energetic teacher. 


Winter Term. Miss Jennie E. Gray, of Hillsborough, teach- 
er. The term was to be 7 weeks. Miss Gray taught 5 weeks 
and two days, having failed, (as she says) to win the confidence 
and respect of a large portion of the scholars and parents. Miss 
Gray is a good teacher, and we do not regard her as responsi- 
ble for the trouble. 


There is something wrong in the district. We simply ask 
you, members of District No. 12, if you think it pays to hinder 
in the least the cause of education in your district, (with as little 
as you have) even if the school does not begin when you want it to? 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer Term. 6 weeks. Miss Emma L. Holton, of Deering, 
teacher. The school was small and the scholars young. Miss 
Holton took hold of the work well, for her first effort. We 
could see that improvement was made. 


Winter Term. 6 weeks. Taught by Mrs. Emily E. Colby, 
of Hillsborough. We were unable on account of drifting snows 
to attend the close of school. Upon our visit the school ap- 
peared very well. 
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DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Fall Term. 8 weeks. Mrs. Judson Gould,.of Hillsborough, 
teacher. Mrs. Gould has formerly taught school to a consider- 
able extent. We did not perceive that she had for gotten how in 
this school; her pupils made good vrogress. 


Winter Term. Begun by Miss Annie M. Ray, of Hillsborough, 
who taught six weeks and resigned, on account of being obliged 
to return to school herself. Mr. Pines Ray, of Hillsbor ough, was 
hired to complete the school, which is in session. We visited 
the school at the close of Miss Ray’s labors, and found the 
scholars in good condition, having made a good degree of im- 
provement. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Summer Term. 6 weeks. Taught by Miss Emma M. Wood, 
of Henniker. Only four schelars in this school. Miss Wood is 
a young teacher, but she has a good idea of the work, and her 
pupils made very good progress. 


Winter Term. 11 weeks. Miss Annie M. Ray, of Hillsborough, 
teacher. Only three scholars in this school, and at the close we 
found only two. 

Miss Ray taught two of our schools, and is well adapted to 
instruct. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Summer Term. 5 weeks. Taught by Miss Sarah H. Craige, 
of Bradford. The first attempt of Miss Craige, the school ap- 
peared well. She will make a good teacher. 


Winter Term. 11 weeks. Miss Tryphena P. Powers, of Wash- 
ington, teacher. We were unable to visit this school at its close. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. 


Summer Term. 6 weeks. Taught by Miss Frankie Chase, 
of Hillsborough. A very pleasant school. Miss Chase is well 
known as a teacher in this town. The result of her school this 
term will add to her reputation. The scholars made rapid im- 
provement. 


Winter Term. 10 weeks. Mr. George N. Gage, of Washing- 
ton, teacher. Mr. Gage knows how to ‘teach school. We were 
very much pleased with the appearance of the school, at our 
visit. 

We were so unfortunate as to be unable to visit this school 
but once. We have heard none other than the best reports 
concerning the school.

Summer Term. 6 weeks. 

Winter Term. 18 weeks. Both terms by Miss Jennie M. 
Carr, of Washington. Both of these terms were very profit- 
able, Miss Carr is an experienced teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 19. 


One Term. Miss Lucetta A, Tuttle, of Antrim, teacher. 
Union district with No. 8 Antrim. 

The school was very satisfactory. Miss Tuttle taught two of 
our schools, and is a guod teacher. 


A few general remarks may not be out of place. We desire 
to say, 


TO THE PARENTS 


That you have a most important duty to perform, as regards 
the education of your children. I talke it as granted that there 
are none who think they can have too much. Will you not aid 
in every worthy endeavor that is put forth to increase the fa- 
cilities, and elevate the standard of education in your midst ? 

First of all, will you not make the most of those you have? 
Is it not clearly for your interest, the good of the scholar, 
and the general welfare of all, that the pupils should be in their 
proper place, 2 and prompt and regular in attendance ? The 
blame of the great number of cases ‘of tardiness which has oc- 
curred in town this scbool year, cannot be placed anywhere 
else. You are almost entirely responsible for this creat fault. 
There are some just and reasonable excuses for this delinquen- 
cy, we own, but they are very rare. The detrimental influence 
of this habit (for it is a constitutional infirmity with soma} can 
not be over-estimated. 

It is your duty to visit the school, become acquainted with 
the teacher, and the manner work is done in the school-room, 
and aid by your counsel and advice, which should be given inan 
unprejudiced way. By thus doing you woud give great encour- 
acement to the teacher, which we are sare would be justly appre- 
ciated. If I mistake at by this course you will find your 
schools mach more profitable for all concerned, than they are 
my staying at home, takine the stories which your children 
being to you, and running around peddling them out to 
other members of the district, thas stirring up a spirit of strife, 
that the scholurs very soon cate ‘+h the inspiration of, 
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I charge you to look well to shee things, and many others. 
See if, in the future, you will not try to do what comes nearer 
your duty. We are glad tosay that these comments apply only 
to afew of the parents. There are many who do have a just 
and right idea of what belongs to good education, and as such 
they deserve the respect of all. While those who are deficient 
just a little in these matters, need the pity and enlightenment 
of the others. 


TO THE TEACHERS. 


We wish to say that, as a clacs, the teachers this year will 
compare favorably with any other school year. We believe that 
in most cases you have had an honest purpose to do what is 
right, and the best you could. We have felt it our duty and 
pleasure to assist all such. But there have been some, who, to 
say the least, were a curiosity. We have refrained from speak- 
ing iu our reports as we were warranted in doing, for the great 
regard we had for your feelings. You will pardon us now, if, 
in a general way, we tell you what we think of you. We have 
had some teachers the past year who never dreamed but that 
they were perfectly competent to teach anything or anybody, 
that came along; and from their standpoint, they were, for they 
could ask the questions and see if the answers in the books 
were repeated to them. ‘This constituted their idea of teaching 
school. It would do no'good to give any such advice, for their 
minds were made up long ago. .We had supposed that there 
was a vast difference between teaching, and keeping ‘school 
aud hearing the scholars recite. The one who interests the 
pupils and gets them truly alive to their work, is the one who 
teaches principles, and goes over no ground that’is not .thor- 
onghly understood by all, and the reason why, as far as it is 
possible to explain. ‘To do this, the true: teacher wants an ex- 
tensive knowledge of books, anda, good understanding’ of hu- 
man nature, sustained with a vight faculty of imparting instruc- 
tion. *Most of the teachers need more education ; not but that 
you nnoderstand the fundamental branches very, ‘well, but you 
need to read more, and be careful what and how you read: You 
will find a well selected course of reading to be one of the 
greatest aids to yon in the business of teaching school. 

We believe the teacber should be a pattern and example for 
the scholars, while in the school-room, and all s/ang or insinuat- 
ing expressions. suchoas “Lig Up,” Shut up your Head, “Lil 
tan your Seackel for Ye” ov ¢ When Lwas of your age L knew a 
good deal more than you do,” should: be avoided. Such talk 
does vo geod, but tends to lessen the respect for the teacher by 
the scholau's.

EXAMINATION, 


as we believe, should be short and to the point—not carried 
to the extent of being tedious. . If the pupils have been in the 
habit of having rhetorical exercises during the term, it is well 
that afew such be interspersed between the classes; but no at- 
tempt to display should be made, other than is manifest from 
what has been accomplished through the term. However much 
the teacher may wish to have each and every class show all they 
have done, we are sure that any person can form a good idea of 
the progress of the scholars, in the three regular hours allot- 
ted to one-half day of school. A principle taken up, here and 
there, which has been gone over, a few questions asked, the prin- 
ciple explained and the reason given, will be stronger evidence, 
to my mind,.that the term has been profitable, than any amount 
of questions, even properly answered, without explanation. 


TO THE SCHOLARS. 


We have been much pleased with the acquaintance we have 
formed with you. Have found more advanced scbolars in this 
town, considering the advantages you have had, than had ex- 
pected. You have done well. It would have been a source of 
much gratification could we have been of more assistance to 
you. We earnestly hope you will make the most of every op- 
portunity you have. Remember to be prompt and regular in 
your school attendance ; perform all just and reasonable duties 
that are given you, in the best manner possible. You will be 
well repaid. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


We have found the school houses in this town in very good 
condition. There are a few exceptions. The elements have 
left unmistakable marks upon some. We hope the members of 
districts No. 9, 10, and 17, will see to it that their school 
houses are put in better condition, before another winter, for 
while they make very good summer houses, they are unfit for 
the cold weather. The past year, District No. 2 has put their 
‘sschool-room in better condition and now is very comfortable. 

The citizens of District No. 6 have, by their generosity, let 
the old landmark, which has so long stood in their village, go 
quietly out of sight, and in its place they have a building which 
does bcnor to them. Great credit is due the building com- 
‘mittee and district officers for the substantial way in which it 
is constructed, and the scientific principles on which you have 
arranged the school-room. The beautiful and tasty manner 
you have furnished the room, alike reflects credit and honor 
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‘upon you. For years you will have a building and school-room 
that not only will be useful, but ornamental. 


With a high appreciation of my townsmen, I submit my re- 

port to you, grateful for your confidence in me, and with 

many thanks to parents, teachers and school officers, for your 
kind assistance and forbearance.
